WARSHIPS WRECKED.

The U. &, Steamship Galena and the
Tug Nina Washed Ashore.

BOTH OF THE CREWS SAFE OX LAND

A Heavy Sea Making a Clean Breach Over
{he Two Old Vessals,

ALL PERSONAL EFFECTS A TOTAL LOSS

VINEYARD HAVEX, Mass, March 14.—
The United States steamship Galens and
the United States steam tug Nioas went
ashore at 10:15 last night, one mile south of
Gay Head lighthouse,during a strong south-
erly wind and dense fog. The Gulena was
being towed from New York to Portsmouth
by the Nina.

Both vessels are badly damaged.
officers and crews, 77 in number, were taken
off by the Galena’s boats and a breeches
buoy sent from the shore by the Massachu-
seits Humane Sociely’s station men at Gay
Head. A heavy sea was breaking over the
vessels at the time.

News of the wreek did not reach here un-
til afternoon to-day, because of telephome
commuuication being cut off with. Gay Head
by last night’s storm. Lieutenant Com-
mander Bicknell came here from Gay Head,
a distance of 20 miles, to telegraph and re-
port the disaster, returning to the wreck at
47 am Nothing definite can be leurned
concerning the wreck to-night, as a heavy
southwest wind has heen blowing all day,
making it impossible to reach Gay Head by
water and board the ship.

The steam tug Mercury, which arrived
here to-night, reports the sea making aclean
breach over the two vessels when she
passed Gay Head at noon to-day. When
the gale moderntes Captain H. 8. Cook,
agent ol the Boston Tow Boat Companv,
will go to the scene of the disaster in the
steam tug Mereury to ascertain the extent
of damage. The officers and erew of both
vesseis are being cared for at Gay Head.
They saved nothing trom the wreek, having
teft the vessel hastily, bringing with them
no personal effects other thon what they
wore,

VIEWING THE BODIES,

THE £CENES THAT CONFRONTED THE
CORONER'S JURY.

Most of the Vieilms Were Fall of Lead—
Muacheca Hud Been Beaten to Death—

Mob Had Gone.

The mob lingered aréund the scene for
some time, and the tree on which Bagnetio
was bung was nearly cut down to carry
away as mementos. Polizzi and Bagoetto
swung to the lnmp post and tree until noon,
when the Coroner put in un appearance and
beld an inquest on the bodies

Within & parrow space occupying the
width of two cells under an overhanging
zallery in the yard, the bodies of Gerachi,
Trahioa, Comitez, Garne and Monasterio
were stretehed side by side with their heads
toward the celle. At Trahina's feet, and
lving at right angles to the rest, was the
body of Romero. The latter’s hat, with a
hole blown through it as large as a man’s
two fists clinched together, was picked up
by somebody 1n the crowd from a pool of
blood and luid on Cometez's body.

Coroner Lemonnier aud his eclerk, Mr.
Henrie Labarre, renched the Parish prison
at about 12:30 o'clock. The Coronér viewed
first the bodies of thosa lying 1o the yurd,
His jury was empsneled as follows W,
B. Stansbury, W. J. Leppert, Joha Hurter,
W. J. Gahan, Will Porter.

The Mangled Remains.

The body of Rocco Geracci was viewed.
He had only one wound in the chest. He
died from hemorrhage. The record of the
others was as follows:

This completed the inquest in the vard.
The Coroner, his jury and the members of
the press next went upstairs and an inquest
was held of the bodies there lying.

Hud Been Beaten to Death.

Joseph P, Macheea had not s sing'e bul-
let wound in him. His face was swollen and
his flesh already sassumed a bluish tint.
The Coroner examined the body and stripped
it of every stiten of clothing. Althouch th»
dead man’s coat aud vest and shirt showed
bullet holes, bis undershir. was not perfo-
rated. This was conclusive proof that no
bullets had eotered his body. It was evi-
dent that Macheca was clubbed to death
with the butt ends of pistols and rifles.
However, the Coroner postponed examina-
tion of Machecu’s death 1o a later hour.

He turned then “to Macheesw, who was
found to be still alive. The man’s chin and
the foremusecles of the neck moved slowly
and laboriously. He was just as good as
dead, though, as evidences by a hole as
large asa silver quarter in his head. Mar-
ches! had several Hingers shot off, also, from
his right hand.

“He will die in a few minutes,”" remarked
the Corouer.

Chief of Police Hennessey aroused a storm of
indipuation among the thousands of their
fellow-countrymen in and about this eity.
To-day's edition of L'Eco D'[talia 1ssued
an extra sheet announcing the killing of
the aceused Sicilians. The extra wns in
the form of a circular with flash head lines,
It was distributed free,

It was headed: “TExira of the L'Feo
d'Italia; seven Sicilians slanghterd at New
Orleans! A crowd of people plunders the
shops of the gunswiths, euters the prison,
drags out seven acquitted Sicilians and
Iynches them.” Then eame & stern arraign-
ment of the people coneerned under the
heading:  “Slavghter  of the in-
pocents,. Mass meeting agninst  these
cowardly murderers,” In the last column
itread: "We don’t want words; we want
facts and complete satisfaction. If the Min-
ister in Washington has not already done
something toward this end, a million of
Italian citizens of the United States will
force bim to action. * If you who call your-
selves leaders and governors of this fiee
republic allow such shameful acts to be
committed and to remain uopunished, you
ars twice murderers and ggwnrds.”

The office of the L'Eco D' Italia will re-
main open all night and all day to-morrow
in order to receive all who are willing to
address the meeting which will probabiy be
held to-morrow evening. A dispateh has
bheen sent fto the Itslisn Government at
Rome and another to the Italian Minister
at Washington expressing the indignation
of the Italian residents of this city.

REFUSED THEM AID.
Plttsburg Itallans Fall to Subscribe Heavily
to the Rellef Fond.

The TItalian citizens of Pittsburg are not,
as a rule, very good friends of the men who
were tried for the murder of Captain Hea-
nessy in New Orleans. All over the coun-
try subseriptions were raised for the benefit
of those men and '“the hat" was passed in
Pittsburg, but the result was not greatly
calenlated to satisfy the modest demands of
a great lawyer. In fact, the man who took
up the subscriptions was received so coolly
as to cavse him to quit.

At the office of the Ro{n] Italian Or-
chestra last nigh® the subject was men-
tioned, and it was declared that Pittsburg
Italians are of a better class of people, and
would consider it wroog to help men out of
trouble in which they got in the way it oc-
curred in New Orleans.

CorLumBus, March 14.—A peculiar com-
bination of Executive clemency sod matri-
mony occurred at the Obio Penitentiary to-
day. Nearly two years ago Willmetts
King, s prepossessing young womsn of
Perry county, was convicted of killing and
disposine of her infant, in the interest of
her good name. She was convicted and sen-
tenced to two yeurs, and an effort has been
in progress to secure her pardon. Governor
Campbetl refused to interfere with the
sentence, but a strangs man came to the
prison the other day to eall on Miss King,
which entirely changed the situation and
resulted in the marriage of to-day. His name
is David H. Lecrone, and he is o prominent
merchant at Chalfants, Perry county, He
amnouueed his willingness to marry Miss
King if she were pardoned, asdhe wanted to
do all he could to right the wrong which he
had perpetrated.

Owing to his business standing and the
prominence of his family, the Governor
feared there might be some scheme in the
move, simply to release Miss King, when
the marriage would be eff. He consented,
however, that if Lecrone would marry the
girl, the pardon papers would be delivered
1o her afterward. The officials of the prison
were surprised this alternoon when Lecrone
drove up in a hack and sonouneed
himself in readiness to carry out his
pgomise. Miss King was brought from the
temale department and acquainted with the
facts. It was not loug unul she had thrown
off the prison garb, and, accompanied by
Warden Dyer, they proceeded to the office
of a promineat firm of attorneys, where a
Justice was summoned and the wedding
ceremony performed. Miss King signed
the discharge list in her maiden name, and
in reality did not receive the pardon papers
uotil after the ceremony bad been pro-
nouneed,

Both Lecrone and Miss King were elated
over the outcome and could searcely content
themselves, as it is stated they have been
lovers for many years. Miss King is u
bright and interesting blonde and a girl of
many good traits, the only thiog against
her character being the one mishap in her
lite. They proceeded to their home at
Chalfant this evening, where & reeeption
had been arranged for them by the friends
of Lecrone. He is given great credit for
his manliness for doing what is coosidered
the honorabie thing.
